INFLUENZA PAYS 
NO HEED TO CLIMATE 


Influenza has shown itself to be 
no respecter of temperatures or 
other weather conditions. It liked 
sunny October quite as well as it 
does the gray November days that} 
followed. It has thrived in ‘‘the 
glorious climate of California.’’ 
Georgia and Texas have been as 
favorable fields as Minnesota and 
Michigan. Salt sea air and prairie 
breezes have been all alike to it. 
Alaska, where zero temperatures 
prevail, is now having a siege of it, 
and it is claiming as its victims both 
the natives and the foreign born in 
that cold region. 

Strong young soldiers, who had 
plenty of fresh air and exercise, fell 
an easy prey—dquite as easy, appar- 
ently as those who sit all day in 
offices or render service in stores 
and factories. Men and women from 
18 years or so up to middle life ap- 
pear to have been more seriously 
susceptible to its ravages than chil 
dren and aged persons.
